Uet'cntly It waa my privilege to con¬ 
duct an eight-day evangellatlc cam¬ 
paign In Londonderry, Ireland. ThIa 
la one of the moat remarkable towna, < 
blatocicnily apeaking. In all of Europe. 
Kvoryoiie to whom I talked told me 
the atory i»f the siege In the Hlth cen¬ 
tury which conllnticil from early f)e- 
eendiCr until the flrat of the folh)wlng 
Aiigiiat. The walla are there. The an¬ 
cient gates remain. The gates were 
eloacfl nnd f<»r long, weary mfinths 
the people were under siege. It was 
a small town yet seven thotisninl peo 
pie. so It la reiatrteil, dl<sl lint the 
town would not surrender.. This story 
has las'll told from lairent to child for 
generations. I have never liis'n any¬ 
where where the la-ople were ao com¬ 
pletely udd on their own town. 

During the siege of Loniloiiderry 
there was a man named l.iindy who 
snggestisl ns a matter of exiiedleney 
that the town surrender They loirned 
Lundy.
